Unbelievable as it may sound, not all 
young men want more sex, according to 
a new survey. 

According to the poll of Australian 
men, 12 percent between the ages of 16 
and 24 said they wanted less sex-the 
highest proportion of any age group. 

“Although it’s a minority, it’s still inter- 
esting that it’s more of them [than any 


other age group], which is not that sort 
of myth, boys not getting enough sex 
and dying to get it,’’ said Juliet Richters, a 
sexual health professor at the University 
of New South Wales. 

Richters and a team of researchers 
from around Australia surveyed some 
4,300 heterosexual men and 4,400 
women between the ages of 16 and 64. 


She said another survey five years 
ago showed similar results. 

Only 31 percent of men in that age 
group said they wanted more sex, the 
lowest of any other age group as well. 

“It may well be that they are being 
overwhelmed by girls of much the same 
age who are madly in love and very 
keen,’’ she said. 


“It also takes men of that age 
about a year or longer to commit to a 
relationship.’’ 

More predictably, the survey found 
that 57 percent of men between 35 
and 44 wanted more sex compared 
with only 28 percent of women, while 
14 percent of women said they 
wanted less.

Many if not most of 
Montana’s 4,800 medical 
marijuana suppliers will be 
forced out of business within 
two months under a newly 
passed overhaul of the state’s 
7-year-old law legalizing pot 
for medicinal purposes. 

The state Legislature ap- 
proved the bill last week in 
answer to critics who said 
loopholes in the original 
2004 medical marijuana law 
enacted by ballot measure 
were being exploited by 
some as a pretext for rec- 
reational pot smoking and 
large-scale drug trafficking.

Too much of a 
do-good thing 

The next time you go grocery shopping and lug your Cocoa Krispies 
and milk out to the car in a plastic bag, relish it. 

If some of the council members in Evanston have their way, the 
plastic (and paper) bag would go the way of the 8-track tape deck. 
What, exactly will you use to carry your goods if you forget your wo- 
ven-hemp reusable tote? That’s your problem, Polly Pollutes-A-Lot. 

The recent discussion in the suburb reminded me of some other 
instances of activism gone awry, in which people take a perfectly rea- 
sonable complaint (too many plastic bags out there) and completely 
lose their minds over it (No bags! At all! For anyone! Ever!). 

It’s all part of what increasingly seems like a rocket-ship ride toward 
overreaction. One day, we realize it’s not cool to abuse animals. T'he 
next day someone (ahem. Tucker Carlson) says you should get the 
death penalty for it. Is there no middle ground? 

Evanston grocery stores already offer plastic bag collection, and 
an early proposal would have put a 25-cent tax on single-use bags, but 
now some aldermen want to go one step further. Beyond banning 
plastic bags, they’d like to nix paper bags, too. Even Vincent Cobb, 
founder of reuseit.com, a Chicago company that mixes environmen- 
tal activism with business, says blanket bans such as the ones Evan- 
ston is mulling over go too far. 

“Bans are an emotional response to the problem as opposed to a 
practical” one, said Cobb, who proposes Chicago adopt a fee-based 
system like one in Washington, D.C. “It’s not that the [disposable 
bags] themselves are inherently bad. They’re great, they provide a 
service. It’s the volume we consume them in.” 

I couldn’t (and didn’t) say it better myself For some reason, though, 
it’s the extreme solutions that seem to get all the attention. 

Take the case of the Journal of Animal Ethics’ recent missive 
printed in the University of Illinois Press, one that says humans should 
abandon the words “wild,” “owner” and “pet” because they unfairly 
denigrate animals and make our relationship with them seem barbaric. 

It’s true. I was talking with a squirrel the other day and he com- 
plained about the unfair reputation he has for not being cultured. 

He graduated from U. of Rodent with a MASTER’S degree in acorn 
management. Yet from the way he’s portrayed in movies and on TV, 
you’d think all he does is cutely wriggle his nose and scamper up trees. 

Back in Evanston, even Aid. Coleen Burrus, who proposed the 
original bag fee that got upped into a total bag ban, predicts strict 
measures might have an uphill battle. 

“The complete banning ... I think we’ll be hard-pressed to get that 
through,” she said. I couldn’t agree more. 

It’s fairly simple. Going green? Working for animal welfare? Sure. 
But when you cross the line between feeding stray cats and letting 
dozens of them take over your home, you’ve gone too far. The road of 
moderation usually is the one best taken. @gcgarvey

liarly last month, 31-year-old Ryan Robin- 
son said he was astounded by the price at the 
pump. 

At a station %Yhere Robinson usually found 
reasonable prices, the sign read $4.25 per gal- 
lon. With a nearly 30 -mile commute each 
way to work in lidgebrook, Robinson said he 
knew he had to make a decision, and fast. 

“I realised at that moment that for the past 
month I^d been gping way over my gas bud- 
get and had been reaching into other funds 
to cover the shortage,” Robinson said. “So 
I politely drove home and put my car in the 
parking space. 'Then I went to the Currency 
Exchange, bought a pass and started taking 
the bus.” 

Robinson is one of a number of Chicagoans 
who have pink-slipped the pump recently 

Prices on Tuesday hit $4.44 per gallon on 
average for regubr in the Chicago region, the 
Tribune reported. That compares with $3.13 a 
year ago. Premium is always more expensive, 
but at least one Chicago station had cracked 
the S5 barrier, selling it for $5.05. 

The Chicago metropolitan region had the 
highest gas prices in the nation, except for 
two areas of Hawaii, according to the AAA 
Fuel Gauge Report. 

The spike— attributable to local tax and 
distribution costs— has an increasing num- 
ber of residents looking into getting-around 


alternatives. 'The number S4.25 seems to be 
the tipping point for drivers nationwide, ac- 
cording to AAA spokeswoman Beth Mosher. 

“It’s the threshold for p>coplc where they 
take stock of what they can do to get the 
most bang out of their buck, whether it’s leav- 
ing the gas guzzler at home or finding other 
modes of transportation,” Mosher said. 

Among the alternatives most touted by 
locals who spoke to RedEye: Car- sharing ser- 
vices and the CTA. 

A recent convert to the concept of car- 
sharing, Liz Jackson of Lakeview said she got 
rid of her gas-guzzling Pontiac Bonneville and 
switched to the CTA in February 

“At first it was, and still is, about going 
green,” she said. “I’d been trying to figure out 
how to do that for a while. But the minute it 
took me $99 to fill up my car, that did it for 
me. I was done.” 

Jackson, 28, took the additional step of ask- 
ing her employer if she could switch from a 
Schaumburg office to one downtown. She 
now takes the CTA during the week and uses 
Zipcar and favors from friends with cars to 
get around on weekends. She has gone from 
spending about $600 a month for gas to 
about $86 a month for a CTA pass; she re- 
stricts Zipcar use for grocery shopping and 
running errands in the ’burbs. 

“I also work with my friends who are driv- 
ing by offering to run errands for them too, if 
they let me use their car,” Jackson said. “It’s 
kind of like a bartering system.” 

South Sider CM! ^)^nters Palacio said she 
has not stopped driving but is planning to do 


so soon. In the fall, her children will begin at- 
tending a school closer to her job at Malcolm 
X College, allowing her to park the SUV she 
used to drop them off in favor of a bunch of 
bus passes. 

“My kids don’t even know this yet,” Palaci o, 
40, said, with a laugh. “I’m starting us off slow 
with maybe a two- to three-time commute a 
week.” 

Palacio is shocked more people have not 
gotten rid of their rides. She anticipates more 
drivers will rethink their options. 

“Thu would have thought when gas got over 
$30 we’d all have said, TIell nof ” Palacio said. 
“But when I saw it was S4.20 at a cheap gas 
station and considered that a bargain, T knew 
something was wrong. I had to remind myself 
this is not a bargain, I think of the prices as 
divine intervention.” 

Robinson, a month after his awakening, is 
happy with his decision to go car-free cold 
turkey 

“At this point, ifs getting to be my routine,” 
Robinson said. “Even if gas were to go down 
75 or 80 cents, I don’t know that would make 
me go back.” 

Jackson cops to craving a car occasionally, 
particularly during the recent rainy, unseason- 
ably chilly weather. 

“Honestly I don’t like to walk in the cold 
more than two blocks,” Jackson said. “And 
sometimes I wish I did have a car to run a 
quick errand when I want, but then I think 
about my money still sitting in my bank ac- 
count and it kinda kills that yearning.”

A boost for 
the car-share 
industry? 


With buzz abounding of Chicagoans cutting back, or cut- 
ting out, car travel because of gas prices, RedEye decided 
to check in with two services that stand to benefit from 
sustained pump-dumping. 

Interest in car-sharing spiked when gas prices hit the 
$4 mark after the beginning of the year, according to the 
CEO of I-Go, a nonprofit hybrid car-sharing service with 
rental rates starting at $6.75 per hour, plus 40 cents per 
mile. Sharon Eeigon, who helped launch the service in 
2002 in Chicago before becoming its CEO in 2005, said 
she saw a similar pattern in 2008 when gas prices reached 
apeak. 

“We find that our users are committed to making a huge 
change in lifestyle,” Eeigon said. “The number of people 
who sell a car or postponed a decision to buy a car has risen 
each year since we began. It used to be 56 percent [of our 
members] a few years back, and now it’s at 73 percent.” 

Zipcar’s Chicago General Manager Jonathan Gonsky 
said car-sharing seems to be gaining in popularity since 
the business— which was founded in Cambridge, Mass., in 
2000 and now has over 560,000 members in the U.K., the 
U.S. and Canada— came to Chicago in 2006 with 100 cars. 
There now are 500 in the Chicago area fleet. Zipcar user 
rates begin at $7.50 for weekdays and $10.25 for weekends 
after a $50 start-up fee. 

“It’s kind of a chicken and egg situation,” Gonsky said of 
car-sharing services in general. “I think the more friends 
you have that are doing car sharing, the more willing you 
are to try it.” 

Gonsky would not say whether gas prices would affect 
the cost of Zipcar memberships. Eeigon said it was unlike- 
ly but not out of the question. 

“I can’t say that if gas prices keep going up, we might not 
have to figure out something,” Eeigon said. “But to be hon- 
est, we’re thinking about offering discounts. Now seems 
like a great time to sign up more members.”

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Why all the coyotes? 

Animals popping up across city as they search for food, mates

With coyotes roaming the streets of Chi- 
cago like it’s the great outdoors, there have 
been at least two animals killed in the past 
two weeks. 

On Monday a car hit a coyote at Ohio 
and LaSalle streets in River North. Anoth- 
er coyote was struck and killed last month 
in traffic on Fullerton Parkway in Lincoln 
Park. 

But why are coyotes even in the city? 

“They do follow the food sources,” said 
Donna Alexander, director of Cook Coun- 
ty Animal & Rabies Control. The county 
has partnered with the Max McGraw 
Wildlife Foundation, the county’s Forest 
Preserve District, Brookfield Zoo and the 
University of Illinois’ Zoological Pathol- 
ogy Program on an urban study of coyotes. 

While the coyote population has stayed 
steady recently people may see more of 
them now because coyotes are looking to 
feast on rats, mice and rabbits— and the 
city has an abundant supply as the weather 
warms, she said. 


ALSO, RACCOONS 

More raccoons are showing up at 
Chicago harbors, drawn by food scraps 
from garbage cans and weii-inten- 
tioned visitors, according to Chicago 
Park District officiais. The probiem has 
become so bad the district recentiy set 
out traps and captured 120 raccoons 
at Montrose, Beimont and Jackson har- 
bors, Park District spokeswoman Zvez 
Kubat said. TRIBUNE 


Also, spring is mating season for coy- 
otes, making them more visible, and Chi- 
cagoans are recognizing exactly what the 
animals look like, Alexander said. Before 
all the publicity she said, some “thought 
they were ugly dogs.” 

There have been several high-profile 
coyote sightings in the past few months. In 
March, a coyote was captured on the La- 
Salle Drive overpass near Stockton Drive 
in Lincoln Park. In December, animal 
control rescued a coyote from a patch of 
ice floating in Lake Michigan close to Ful- 
lerton Avenue. And in November, a video 


camera caught a coyote running down 
State Street in the South Loop. 

But that’s nothing compared with 2007, 
when news reports surfaced of a coyote in 
the backyard of Cardinal Francis George’s 
home in the Gold Coast, and even one sun- 
ning itself on softball diamonds near Lin- 
coln Park Zoo. Perhaps the most memo- 
rable sighting that year was when a coyote 
wandered into a Quizno’s downtown and 
chilled in the soft drinks cooler. 

With all these sightings, Alexander said 
she’s amazed that people still are surprised 
to hear when a coyote has been spotted. 

She said there’s no reason for Chicago- 
ans to be alarmed about a coyote sighting. 
But it should be a reason for them not to 
let cats roam outdoors at night or leave 
small dogs unattended in backyards, espe- 
cially those without fences. 

While coyotes don’t like humans, the 
worst thing is for people to feed them 
or leave food out for the coyotes. “Once 
they lose their fear of humans, that’s when 
they’ll start approaching people,” she said.

hearing on the 
issue he had 
called just a day 
earlier. 

“I’d like to 
urge those that 
are involved 
with the mar- 
ket to ... keep 
it free of high- 
fructose corn 
syrup, free of 
pesticides and 
free of political 
activity,” Co- 
lon told more 
than 80 market backers who waited nearly 
an hour while the alderman talked to col- 
leagues and an attorney in the back room 
of council chambers. 

Although Colon supports the market, 
first conceived seven years ago in his ward 
office, he takes issue with the political ac- 
tivity of Paul Levin, executive director of 
the sponsoring Logan Square Chamber of 
Commerce, Colon said. 

In the February election. Levin backed 
Nancy Schiavone, one of two unsuccessful 
Colon challengers. Colon then tried to ex- 
act “post-election revenge,” Levin said. 

“He contacted all the board members,” 
added Mario Correa, president of the 
chamber. “He said T will not support you 
if you keep Mr. Levin.’ ” Although it was 
“very challenging” to disagree with the al- 
derman, Correa said, the board decided 
about 10 days ago to keep Levin in place.

Evanston fight

Citing “public safety concerns expressed by 
residents,” Evanston Mayor Elizabeth Tisdahl 
issued a statement Monday recommending 
denial of a liquor license application to the 
Tilted Kilt pub. 

Tisdahl said the pub, which has sparked 
controversy among some Evanston residents 
who claim the company’s provocatively 
dressed waitresses essentially sell sex, “does 
not comply with recognized Evanston com- 
munity standards.” 

“The applicant confirmed at the second 
hearing that there would be no deviation in 
staff attire,” Tisdahl wrote. “Thus, there is 
no opportunity for the applicant to even at- 
tempt to comply with Evanston community 
standards.” 

Tisdahl also stated that the applicant, 
Evanston commercial real estate owner Ted 
Mavrakis, “simply cannot overcome the 
strong community-based opposition to plac- 
ing a congested and noisy bar in the proposed 
location.” 

Mavrakis hopes to bring Tilted Kilt to his 
Eountain Square building at i6oi Sherman 
Ave. In appearing before the city’s Liquor 
Control Review Board last week, Mavrakis 
said the pub would create jobs and help the 
city’s economy 

The final decision on the application rests 
with the Evanston City Council.

Blago in trial tape: 
Ask for Cabinet spot

Rod Blagojevich’s onetime top aide testi- 
fied Tuesday that he was asked by the dis- 
graced former governor how much Barack 
Obama’s vacant U.S. Senate seat might be 
worth. 

The conversation took place in October 
2008, about a month before Obama won 
the presidency, and former gubernatorial 
chief of staff John Harris said it was his first 
inkling that Blagojevich might try to sell 
the seat instead of appointing himself to 
the post. 

“ ‘What do you think I can get for this?’ ” 
Harris recalled Blagojevich asking him. 


Harris said he responded to Blagojevich 
by saying: “Eor you, nothing. But you can 
reward an ally or make an ally” 

“It was the first time he was thinking of 
someone other than himself to appoint,” 
said Harris, who took the stand in federal 
court on the first day of testimony in the 
former governor’s second corruption trial. 

In EBI recordings played in court, 
Blagojevich and Harris discuss the Senate 
seat days before the early November 2008 
presidential election. Harris had learned 
from incoming White House chief of staff 
Rahm Emanuel that Obama aide Valerie 
Jarrett was Obama’s favored choice to fill 


his Senate seat. 

“Do they think I would appoint Valerie 
Jarrett for nothing? Just to make them hap- 
py?” Blagojevich was heard saying. He asked 
Harris to propose to the incoming adminis- 
tration that he be the next U.S. secretary of 
health and human services. 

Defense attorneys have portrayed Blago- 
jevich as a politician who talked a lot but did 
not collect any illegal donations or favors. 

Prosecutors have said Blagojevich con- 
spired to trade the Senate seat for a Cabinet 
post or campaign donations, and tried to 
leverage donations or favors for other of- 
ficial acts.

□ WASHINGTON While the White

There is a school of thought inside the 
White House that the photo release is un- 
necessary because there is “no question” 
that bin Laden is dead, a senior administra- 
tion official said. 

“We’ve got the DNA, the facials, the 
wife {identification} and measurements,” 
the source said.

he didn’t get killed. ... What’s the point of 
putting them out when everyone knows 
he’s dead?” 

Those opposed believe that “if the point 
is just to have some shock value, why do 
it?” the source added. 

The decision, the source said, likely will 
come down to Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
and other national security officials. 

CIA Director Leon Panetta said Tues- 
day he thinks a photograph of bin Laden’s 
body will be released at some point, but 
that it is up to the White House to make

House Intelligence Committee Chair- 
man Mike Rogers, a Republican from 
Michigan, said he was conflicted over 
whether the administration should release 
an image of bin Laden.

“We want 
to make sure that we maintain dignity, if 
there was any in Osama bin Laden, so that 
we don’t inflame problems in other places 
in the world, and still provide enough evi- 
dence that people are confident that it was 
Osama bin Laden.” 


Army Corps 
races to ease 
river flood 

□ CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo. Engi- 
neers blew another breach in a 
Missouri levee Tuesday in a desper- 
ate bid to save Cairo, 111 ., from re- 
cord flooding. 

The Army Corps blew a mile-wide 
gap in a levee near New Madrid, Mo. 
Late Monday engineers tore a hole in 
a levee farther north on the Missis- 
sippi River, allowing the floodwater 
to pour across about 130,000 acres 
of farmland. The families, many of 
them farmers who lived in that flood- 
way were evacuated, said Jim Pogue, 
a spokesman for the Army Corp. 

When the floods recede, engi- 
neers will assess damage to levees 
and decide how to repair them, 
Pogue said, but federal funding must 
be available.

'fhe Maurice Podoloff trophy stood in all 
its splendor, 'fhe new car from the award’s 
sponsor gleamed nearby. And everybody on 
stage kept gushing about Derrick Rose, who 
became the youngest most valuable player in 
NBA history Tuesday. 

For all the heights Rose routinely reaches 
— the acrobatic layups and breathtaking 
drives, the history-making performances 
and awards— it can be easy to overlook how 
grounded he is. 

Rose reminded all before accepting the 
award, looking hilariously uncomfortable as 
the compliments from others piled up. And 
then again after rising to claim the prize, of- 
fering a heartfelt speech that belied his 22 
years. 

He thanked God for giving him ability He 
thanked the NBA for the award. He thanked 
his teammates and coaching staff for pushing 
him to play with passion. He thanked Bulls 
ownership and management for signing “good 
guys” who “love each other.” He thanked his 
trainer, agency fans and the city of Chicago. 

He thanked Michael Jordan and Scottie 
Pippen— who watched wearing his Hall of 
Fame blazer— for building the franchise’s 
foundation. And Rose also offered sincere ap- 
preciation for his friends and family, many of 
whom sat watching in the front row

“Last but not least, I want to thank my 
morn, Brenda Rose,” Derrick said. “My heart, 
the reason I play the way I play just every- 
thii^. Just knowing the days I don’t feel right, 
going to practice, ha\dfig a hard time, I think 
about her when she had to wake me up, go 
to work and make sure I was all right. Those 
were hard days. My days shouldn’t be hard 
because I’m doing what Fm doing and that’s 
playing basketball 

“Toil kept me going. I love you and appreci- 
ate you being in my life.” 

This is the local kid made good, the young- 
est of four sons Brenda raised as a single 
mother on the South Side. Ihis is the player 
who honed his craft playing pickup ball at 
Murray Park in Englewood, exhibiting quali- 
ties Chicagoans appreciate like toughness and 
selflessness. 

Starring in his hometown, Rose ran away 
with the voting, drawing 113 of 121 first-place 
votes and finishing with 1,182 points. Or- 
lando’s Dwight Howard finished a distant 
second with 643 points, while Miami’s LeB- 
ron James, the L.A. Lakers’ Kobe Bryant and 
Oklahoma City’s Kevin Durant rounded out 
the top five. 

*This ranks at the top,” Rose said of an al- 


ready star-studded, three-year career. “'I'his 
is something you don’t dream about as a kid. 
When I was younger, I just thought about 
playing in the NBA. I didn’t think about win- 
ning rookie of the year or this award. 'I'his 
puts me over the top. It makes you think any- 
thing is possible.” 

Anything probably is considering the Bulls 
cashed in ridiculous 1.7 percent odds in the 
2008 NBA draft lottery to land Rose. Jordan 
won the first of his five M\Ts at age 25, after 
all 

“I’m not even touching that man right 
there,” Rose said sheepishly “I’m far away 
from him. It would be great to get close to 
him. But this is a different team and different 
era. We’re just trying to win the next game.” 

'I'his mindset goes a long way in explaining 
the success of Rose, who helped lead the Bulls 
to a league-best 62 victories and became the 
seventh player in league history to average at 
least 25 points, 7.5 assists and four rebounds. 
Winning, not personal achievement, is whnt 
drives him. 

“Whatever Derrick’s ceiling is, he will reach 
because of his determination and desire,” gen- 
eral manager Gar Forman said. “Going into 
that draft, I remember our feeling was this is 
too good to be true. We sit here today three 
years later and our feeling is still: 'I'his is really 
too good to be true.”

If you hear someone call Cinco de Mayo Mexi- 
can Independence Day make sure they stand 
corrected. May 5 isn’t our southern neighbor’s 
version of the Fourth of July; it commemorates 
Mexico’s victory over its French occupiers at 
the Battle of Puebla. 


To be true to the origins of Cinco de Mayo, 
we put together an ideal meal at some new Mex- 
ican and French restaurants around town. Be- 
cause when it comes to food, we do take sides.

DRINK: INSTEAD OF A MARGARITA, TRY A FRENCH 75 


The salty rim, the sweet lime juice, the zesty 
tequila-these bold tastes make an excel- 
lent sidekick to Mexican food. But those 
vibrant flavors come at a price: a sky-high 
calorie count and a lot of salt, especially if 
the restaurant uses sour mix. 

Shake things up with Bistronomic’s (840 
N. Wabash Ave. 312-944-8400) French 75-a 
mix of gin, lemon juice, champagne and 
simple syrup, garnished with a twist ($11). 
The bright, citrusy libation is sweet, bubbly 
and can hold its own against margs. 



SNACK: INSTEAD OF CREPES, TRY FLAUTITAS 


It’s hard to imagine walking beneath the Eiffel Tower or sipping coffee at a French cafe 
without a crepe in hand. But these snack-friendly rolls, usually filled with fresh fruit, jams 
and savory ingredients, can get really soggy, really fast. 

Taco Joint’s flautitas (1969 N. Halsted St. 312-951-2457) are a more durable snack. Named 
for their flutelike appearance, these crispy little taquitos ($6 for four) are flash-fried for extra 
crunch and served with shredded chicken tinga and red-and-white cabbage. They’re dunk- 
able, too, in one of several garnishes: tomatillo salsa, guac-salsa, sour cream or queso fresco. 


DIP: INSTEAD OF MEXICAN QUESO DIP, TRY FRENCH ONION FONDUE 


We’ll admit gooey Mexican queso dip is tempting, but it’s easy to overindulge in the 
massive portions served at many spots. And the salty tortilla chips can make it hard to 
feel satisfied until all of a sudden you’re stuffed to the brim. 

Lighten things up a bit with Paris Club’s (59 W. Hubbard St. 312-595-0800) French onion fon- 
due ($6.95), which riffs on the classic homemade soup in a modest portion ideal for sharing. 
The dip’s caramelized onions and a bold veal stock pack a punch without being overly heavy, 
and it’s topped with sweet Madeira wine and sharp gruyere cheese. 


SANDWICH: INSTEAD OF A CROQUE MONSIEUR, 
TRY A DRESSED-UP QUESADILLA

There’s perhaps no more popular French sandwich than the croque monsieur, a grown-up 
grilled cheese filled with ham and bechamel sauce. But the sandwich’s classic flavors tend 
to follow the rules, with less room for reinterpretations in the kitchen. 

We think quesadillas have more fun. An updated variation is the quesadilla de huitlacoche 
($9) at Fogon (1235 W. Grand Ave. 312-421-2000), filled with corn truffle, epazote. 
Chihuahua cheese, salsa rustica and creme fraiche. 


DESSERT: INSTEAD OF CREME BRULEE, TRY FLAN 


Both have caramel tops. Both are sinfully sweet. And both come from the custard family. 

So why does flan reign supreme over its next-of-kin, creme brulee? Because we like free stuff: 
Uptown’s newest Mexican spot, Tolotzin (4431 N. Broadway 773-334-4300), is giving away a 
free flan free to each dine-in customer as part of an opening special.

“If to bor- 
row is to 
take and 
not return,” 
sings Robin 
Pecknold 
at the beginning of “Bedouin Dress,” 
“I have borrowed all my lonesome 
life.” Throughout the Seattle sextet’s 
sophomore album, Pecknold seeks 
to reconcile himself with the outside 
world, expressing a desire to be “a 
cog in some great machine” (the title 
track) and noting “So now I am older 
than my mother and father when 
they had their daughter/now what 
does that say about me?” (opener 
“Montezuma”). 

The band’s long-awaited follow-up 
to its self-titled 2008 album report- 
edly took a lot out of them-and 
was wood-shopped obsessively by 
Pecknold, whose obscenely pleas- 
ant voice becomes even more lovely 
and breezy with the group’s now-fa- 
miliar harmonies. The effort shows. 
“Helplessness Blues” is an album to 
engage with, not just to pop on as 
background road-tripping music (a 
tempting use for the group’s beauti- 
ful but sometimes sleepy debut). 

If the first record was about tex- 
ture, the follow-up is about content, 
both in the lyrical directness and 
musical emphasis on late ’60s/early 
’70s folk that’s both hopeful and 
grounded in countrified realism (the 
wistfully twinkling “Lorelai”). This is 
still very easily digestible music, of 
course, but it sticks in your system 
longer.

How come Chicago’s the final stop on the tour? 

Someone else helped set up the venues, so Tm not sure. 

But I’d like to say we want to save the best for last. [Laughs.] 
Right? 

Right! What’s your favorite thing to do when you’re in 
Chicago? 

The big Beatles convention [The Fest for Beatles Fans] 
they have there is great. And the comic book show. And 
then they have the Excalibur, yes? I want to go to the big 
Excalibur. 

What can people expect from the show? 

They get two shows for one-they get “Smodcast” as an 
opener, which is [“Clerks” producer] Scott Mosier and 
Kevin-they’ve been doing their podcast for about three 
years. Then it’ll be Kevin and I, talking about when we met, 
different stories about shooting movies, what’s going on 
with us in the last couple weeks or months. And because I’m 
in Chicago, I’d like to tell some stories about a couple funny 
incidents that happened to me [there]. 



Care to share one? 

Aw, I don’t want to give it away. It’ll be better in person. 

But then, toward the end [of the show] people from the audience 
come up and play a game with us. [We have] two different games, 
and I’m not sure which one we’ll be playing when we’re in Chicago. 
[At live shows in L.A., the game is called “Let Us [Bleep]” and in- 
volves contestants simulating “air sex” positions with Mewes based 
on themes suggested by Smith.] And then, I usually come out and 
sign stuff and hang out ... with everybody. 

How did the show originate? 

A few times, I filled in for Scott Mosier on “Smodcast,” and I had a lot 
of fun, even though I didn’t talk much. And then, I had almost seven 
years sober, and I messed up. And Kevin was like, “Look, I say we do 
a podcast and then you’ll be accountable to everyone. We sort of 
talk about how many days you have [sober] each week. And you’re 
accountable now not only to your friends and to maybe a small 
support group in your area.” It’s about getting older and us working 
together and me getting messed up and him trying to help me. And 
him having bad times and him getting thrown off of planes and all 
that type of stuff. It’s been really good, and I feel awesome about it.

George Tjw’mTz pur- 
sued a career in film 
and entertainment in 
L.A. for four years un- 
til something dawned 
on him. 

“I learned that I 
could accomplish my 
filmmaking dreams here in Chicago,” said 
Zwierz, 31, of Wicker Park. “I scratched my 
L.A. itch, but ultimately I wanted to live in 
Chicago again. I love the city and wanted it 
be my home base.” 

The Web series “Guys Book Club” is Zwi- 
erz’s attempt at making those dreams come 
true. He wrote and directed the show himself 
and decided to shoot it in Wicker Park/Buck- 
town using Chicago-based actors. 

The 24-minute comedy tells the story of 
six disgruntled married men who claim to be 
meeting for a book club, but really are getting 
together for frathouse-style shenanigans. The 
nine-episode first season can be viewed at 
guysbookclub.tv; Zwierz is in the process of 
developing a second season. 

What’s the indie filmmaking scene like in 
Chicago compared with L.A.? 

Most of the people who move to L.A. go to 
work in the entertainment industry To do it 
here, well, there’s a lot less opportunity Peo- 
ple scratch and claw to make it happen here 
and it’s a much smaller community There 
are a lot of talented people here who want to 
see the film industry succeed in Chicago and 
we’re trying to make that happen. 

Why make several 3-minute ciips instead of 
a traditionai 22-minute show? 

I call it a “skit-com,” where each episode 
can exist on its own, yet exist as a bigger

piece. I wanted to make something that 
could go viral something that someone 
could pass along in an email or can be 
watched on phones or iPads. That’s where 
the market is headed. Right now, it’s all over 
the Web— Funny or Die, TbuTibe, break, 
com and lots of sites. 

Where did you come up with the idea for 
“Guys Book Club”? 

Initially, I tried to write something relevant 
and book clubs seem to be relevant in this 
day and age. Maybe it’s Oprah’s fault, but 
there’s a lot of girls that have book clubs that 
don’t actually discuss the books. We wanted 
to flip it a bit and put men in book clubs and 
wanted to play on the stereotypes of married 
men and the relationships with their wives. 

Has the show been compared to other 
comedies? 

I’ve heard “Old School.” “Old School” meets 
“Goodfellas.” OK, maybe not that. But yeah 
movies like “Old School” are the kind of 
comedies I grew up watching, and that’s what 
I like to make.
